Curious Mental Attitudes of 0)d Time

Folks.

WHOLE PEOPLE WENT ALMOST CRAZY

.

Intelligence and Character te With-
stand the Peculiar Superstitions of
the Day—Some of the Old Trialg Re-
Called.

The celebration of the two hundred
and fiftieth anniversary, of the first
church at Danvers, Mass, recalls the
fact that it was in this church the so-
called “Salem witcheraft craze” had
its beginning in 1692, when Danyers
was a part of Salem and known' as
Salem Village. R

The first case of witcheraft in Hs-
sex county, however, was that of*Mrs,
Morse of Newberry, who, in 1680, was,
tried in the local court and convicted.
But her life was spared throufh.the
clemency of Governor Bradstreet, who
first sentenced her to be hanged and
then twice reprieved her sentenee, in
spite of the protest of the house of
deputies. She was granted a new trial,
at which she was acquitted.

Had Governor Bradstreet not been
superseded by Sir Willlam Phipps, un-
der the new charter, it is doubtful if
the Salem witcheraft craze would have
spread into any such holocnust of suf-
fering and terror as the whole colony
was obliged to endure for several
years, As Winfield F. Nevins says in
hi= “Witcheraft of Salem Village in
1692",

“In 1692 as In 1680, he (Governor
Bradstreet) dared to resist the clamors
of a misguided people and judiciary
and an unlearned, superstitious popu-
lace. Had Governor Phipps possessed
his Intelligence and firmness, the har-
vest of death on Witeh hill woul not
have formed a part of our early Amer-
fean history."”

Judges Worst of All, ’

It Is a curious fact in this witcheraft
craze in Salem, as in Boston 'and in
Virginia and South Carolina—or whér-
ever it was rampant—that the judici-
ary were infected with the virus of the
delusion as badly as any other people
in the community. If anything the
judicial mind seemed to crystalize the
intolerance, prejudice and fanaticism
that marked the craze. '

Of course, some excuse for this—
from a legal peint of view—may' be
found in the existing English lows on
witcheraft and the! court procedure
that was clearly defined for such trials
in 1692
should be given such men as Jidge |
Samuel Sewall, who eventually. saw
the absurdity of the whole thing, but
not until many had suffered death or
torture by their decisions. k4

What gives interest at this time to
the craze that started In the home 6f
the Rev. Samuel Parrls, pastor of the
First church in Danvers, is the munner
fn which it started and spread unti¥
the jails were so full of victims that
the authoritics were puzzled what fto
do with them or how to maintain them:

When you read the evidence in thesé
old witch cases you find things mixed
and jumbied together in a sort of hell
broth,” such as the witches In ".\lac-i
beth” bi-wed. Things that are cre- |
dited today to epilepsy, suggestion, ll,\'-l
nosis, neurasthenia or nervous exhaus-
tion, wer: then llable to bring onec to
the gallows.

But to come back to the beginning
of the craze in the home of Rev. Sam-
uel Parris of the First church., He
was the center of the excitement for
some time. He had been a merchant
in the West Indies before he took up
the ministry, and when he came to
Salem he brought with him two ser-
vants from the Barbadoes, a young
woman named Tituba and her hus-
| band—half Indian and half negro.

A Servant's Voodoo Rites.

'She was familiar with some of the
Voodoo rites practiced by the negroes
on the West India islands and she en-
tertained Pastor Parris' children with
some of the practices at times. Other
children in the neighburhood Joined
the Parris children in the Kkitchen
where Tituba entertained them with
‘her crooning, her fortune telling, etc.

It wasn't long” before the strange
powers of Tituba were whispered
about and her works and influence
over the children were reg?wded as
devilish. The children began to act
strangely—or people thought they did
—and after a time Mr. Parris called a
meeting of ministers of the neighbor-
ing parishes to investigate and pray.

This stirred up some of the eccen-
tric and weaker minded pepple in the
community and then all sorts of stor-
jes were broadcast and Salem Village
was a ferment of gossip—gossip that
became more and more exaggerited
gnd included besides Tituba and her
husband, John Indian, several women
in the village, including Sarah Good,
Sarah Osbun and Bridget Bishop.
